ODD BIGHTS AND AMUSING EPISODES

[CORRESMORDENCE OF THE DISTATCN. ]

JegvsavLenm, December 4. —With our de-
partare from Athens it seemed tome as it
we bad left civilization behind. The experi-
ence was a sorry coe; to exchange the bright
and gay capital of Grecoe and the friends
we had found there for the overcrowded
steamer which conveyed us to Alexandria,
There is but one line of steamers between
Greeep and Egzypt. It is koown aE the
Egrptinn Packet Steamship Companvy's
line. There being mo choioe in the matter,
Alexandris having to be reached, we ook
the stenmer Chakkieh from Pirmus, which is
the harbor of Athens and a place of consid-
crably over 20,000 inhabitants. The ship
was so crowded with pnssengers that our
pariy was compelled to divide up, some
mwembers of it beiug obliged to travel, as far
as sleeping acoommoditions were concerned,
ns second cliss passengers. An Egyptian
Pashn aboard had five of his wives along,
and for their exclusive comfort and conveni-
enoe had hired the entire ladies’ saloon and
dressing room, putting others to distressing
isconvenicoes.

Arsbs crowded the decks. Among them
was 0 sheik very noticesble anywhere; he
bad a keen eye and a commandiog Jook.
Ashore he is at the head of a foree of 15,000
men; st sea be is surely the dioss devout of
Mussulmans, He was nearly always en-
gaged in prayer, or in the abiutions prelim-
inary and proper to this pious exercise.
Dr. Talmage was greatly impressed with
the unabasbed akbsorption of the followers
of Mabomel in their practive of the duties
prescribad for them in the Koran, He ex-
pressed himselt as of the opinion that poy 1
in 100,000 Christians would venture in puab-
lie places with seores of speotators and un-
der no undue pressare from exceptional eir-
cumstances to thus openly Jemonstrate his
religious faith. We survived che voyage to
Alexandria, and will ever retaina strong
impression of what it {s to live two days in
close contaet with Arabs, pent up in nar-
row quariers, trying vainly to rest on miser-
able bede, and beiug obliged to consume
food and drink for from our liking.

A PLEASANT CHANGE.

We stopped at Alexandria two hours pur-
suing our way to Cairo with only this in-
considerable bresk inthe journey. How-
ever, we did manage while at Alexandria to
eut asubstantinl breakiast, to see Pompey's
Pillur, and 1o drive over to the palace of
the Kbedive. His Highuess wasat Cairo,
and we did pot see him. We were taken
threugh the beautilul palsce gardens, which
were in ‘ull blossom; and ate fruit from the
trees, while an attendant made bouquets of
roses lor the ladies of the party, As s mat-
ter of eourse, we did not fail 10 note strest
secoes in, Lhis great city of 200,000 inhabi-
tumts, The houses, most of them, are such
us Arabs erect everywhere. RBasor-backed
donkeys, attended by halicclad jabbering
urchins, awaited fares. People were oddly
dressed, the men in the wide bagey trousers
everywinere o feature of the Orient.
Women's apparel consisted of loose blue
jean gowns, black head capes and veils
either black or white, held in poaition,
oddly epough by bamboo sticks. Very
ancient looking were the buffulo carts and
the water wheels served by men or their
fuithful servants, the buffslo and the
donkey. Dust was everrwhere too abun-
dant. Our wost delightiul reminiscence of
Alexsodria is of its gardens.

We arrived st Cniro on the eveniog of
November 26,/all pretty well fagged out,and
more ithan resdy for the really superb ae-
commodstions awaiting us. We found our
hotel surrounded by s gurden which flour-
ished in tropieal luxurisnce. What was
more to the purposs an excellent dinner
awaited our sttention, and comiortable beds
the occupancy of - people who never
needed them more. The hotel was & sur-
prisiogly good one. I thiok I should not
exagperate in deseribing it as equal to the
best in New York, but the management was
not equal to the task of excluding from it
flies and mosquitoes. Fleas are an Egyptian
pest of which no more need be suid.

TALMAGE TAKES NOTES.

In the morning we all met at the breakfast
table greatly refreshed. After breakfast we
visited the Boulak Museum, where are the
mummies of many ancient kings of t,
including the one (Menephtha) who hada
disastrous series ol interviews with Moses,
Dr. Talmage stood before “‘this imperish-
able tvpe of evanescence” at least 20 min-
utes inspectiop it and making votes in his
Bible.. This, by the way, is his com-
panion on every expedition. From
the wuseum we went 1o the place
whither Mary uod Joseph are mid to
have fied with the child Jecus to escape the
wrath of Herod.

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The Free Bridge Committee Tackles
Ancient History and Gets Left,

NISBET'S SURPRISE A BOOMERANG.

The Tenth Street Bridge Taken Up and Its
Record Established.

BENEFICENT LEGISLATION SHOWN

When the Committee on Free Bridges as-
sembled yesterday afternoon Mr. Nisbet, of
the sub-Committes on Statistics and Iuform-
ation, intimated that be bad a big surprise
in store for the committee when it would be
called to order. Mr. Niibet keps his word,
but unfortunately he got the greatest sur-
prise himself before the session was over.

The meeting was held in the City Atwr.
ney’s office, Mr. 8. A, Duoean presiding.
BMr. Nisbet at ouce submitted a copy of the
Stats laws of Pennsylvania for 1836-37, con-
taining the act under which the present
Pittsborg and Birmingeam Bridge Com-
pany (the South Tenth street bridge) was
organized. The act was approved April 3,
1837, and authorized the “Birmingbam
Bridge and Road Company” o
build a turoplke from the north
end of Denman (now South Twellth
street) to interseet the Monongahels snd
Coal HIIl road. Tt further authorized the
company to build & bridge over the Monon-
gahela river, but did not specify n point at
which the bridge shounld be built. In eon-
pection with the bridge, laws were made by
the act for its construetion and maintenance,
and Bection 10 provided that as soon nfter the
expiration of 40 years from date as the oost
of construction had been realized from tolls,
and the stockholders had besn reimbursea
from the earniogs of the company, and the
stock a! the compsny paid 12 per centon the
nvestment in any one year, then the briage
should be made [ree and no tolls should he
collected, except such slight amounts as
might be necessary to keep the bridge in
repair. |

IT PAYS BIG INTEREST.

Mr. Nisbet stated that he had information
from good suthority that the bridge in ques.
tion had been paying over 12 par cent on its
stock, and he saw no resson why the city
should not procesd at onee to lare the

bridge free.

The olerk was instructed to read the aet,
which covered muny Kasu, for the beoefit
of the committee, but he had not proceaded
far until Mr, Monro thought he saw where
the nct did oot apply to the present Teath
street bridge at all, as the set related to
Denmnn street (now Twelith), and it was
unlikely that the company would builda
bridge on Tenth street aud their turapike
on Twelrth,

The City Attorney’s library of State laws
was then referred to for ll‘fht on the subject
and while Mr. Monro and Mr. Nisbet were
busily engaged in looking the “matter up,
the commitiee adjourned until they were
were ready to report, first appointing Mr.
Monro & member of the sub-commitiee on
information to secure his services in the
matter,

HUNTING UP HISTORY.

‘When the balance of the committes with-
draw Mesars, Nisbet and Monro continued
their search for iniormation, with the resuls
that iv balf an hour's time they found their
free bridge, in so far as it related to the
South Tenth street structure, was beyond
the range of vision, Mr, Nishet was very
much depressed by the result of the search,
for he had rnn‘{ convineed himself that he
bad found a solution to the question of one
free bridge at least. He says he will now
devote his research to some other bridge

history.

The hi of the Tenth street bridge, ns

leaned by the gentlemen, was as follows:
E’hu original act in 1837 wuthorized
the compauy to build & turnpike road, to

rom 1837 to 1853 nothiug was
done, but on Febroary 22 of that
year in order to prevent the loss of their
franchise by reason of inactivity, they Et
s supplementary sot reviving the
company. Two months afterward another
supplement was passed repealing the see-
ton relating to the building of 8 turnpike
and changing the name of the cowpany to
the Pittsburgand Birmingham Bridge Com-
pany. .
A NUMBER OF ACTS PASSED,

On April 21, 1854, & supplement was
passed anthorizing the compsay to borrow
money to with the consiruction of a
bridge. In 1856 an act was passed binding
the bridge to the provisions of the original
net with the exception of the turnpike
clsuse, and binding them to the othér pro-
visions that had been repealed incidentally
with the of the other snpplements.
Qo April 21, 1857, an act was rl.-ed
looating the south abutment of the
bridge at the foot of McKee (now South
Tenth street) and repealing that part of the
original set which rels to making the
bridge free. A little later the north
abutment of the bridge was located at the
fool of Cross street, the street which leads to
the bridgs from Becond avenue,

The act of '06, together with several other
acts and mprlmun relating to this bridge,
wiped out all the provisions of the origin-i
not calculated for the public benefit, or as
Mr, Monro said, the Legislature repealed
everything in the original act that was in
any way inimieal to the bridge company’s
interests, and but for the legislative inter-
ferenee Pittsburg might soon be enjoying
the privilege of free passage over the South
Tenth street bridge.
